1* The Italian Government will make available without cost for the 
exclusive use of the United States Armed Foroes the areas, buildings and 
facilities described in the attached Schedule "A”« 

If, for the purpose of this Arrangement, the United States Armed 
Forces should need the use of other government areas or buildings, the 
Italian Government will grant, if It should find it possible in view of 
other exigencies, such other areas or buildings for the use of the 
United States Armed Forces* 

If the United States Armed Foroes should desire to lease non-government 
areas or buildings, in particular the areas shown in the attached Schedule 
"B”, the Italian Government, subject to its agreement, will use its good 
offices with -the owners to make available suoh areas and buildings for 
the United States Armed Foroes at fair rentals* 

The United States Armed Forces will provide for the maintenance and 
the necessary repairs of buildings and installations put at their disposal 
by the Italian Government without cost* The United States Armed Foroes say 
modify, improve and construct buildings (including hospitals, schools and 
ohapele) and install servioes on those properties* 

2* Services such as electric power, sewage, water supply and oonrmuni- 
cation systems may be connected to the United States Armed Foroes installa- 
tions* For these services the same rates will be applied as those accorded 
the Italian Armed Forces* In addition to normal fire-fighting protection, 
further fire protection may be provided by the United States Armed Foroes in 
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the areas made available to them, 

3o With reference to military materiel, equipment, freight and vehicles 
entering, leaving and in transit across Italy for the purposes of the present 
Arrangement , the regulations ■which will be applied on this subject are those 
contained in Article XI of the Agreement between the North Atlantic Treaty 
countries on the juridical status of their armed forces signed at Imndon 


June 19, 1951, 

The Italian Customs Administration will assign to the depots envisaged 


by the present Arrangement personnel especially qualified to facilitate the 
operations, including those of importation, transit and reexportation, and 
the safeguarding of military security* 

For reasons of mutual security the Customs employees will not iasfwt 
nor request lists of materiel and freight which is of primarily military 
nature destined for transit. For these operations. Customs transit docu- 
ments will be issued, 

4» The Italian Government will establish a Commission at Leghorn, 
composed of government authorities or their delegates, assigned to ooordinate 
local aspects of the execution of the present Arrangement for the purpose 
of avoid ing harmful (dannose o inopportune) effects to ■the local eoonany 0 
For this purpose, the Commission will maintain the appropriate liaison with 
the United States Aimed Forces authorities. 

This Commission will indicate the norms and limits within whioh the 
United States military authorities will make arrangements, particularly 
as regards* rental of living quarters for the personnel, the direct pur- 
chase from suppliers of good and services desired by the United States 

Armed Forces/

imll as the employment, remuneration and conditions of employment of Italian 
personnelo 

If later it appears desirable, the Italian Government Trill establish 
similar oormisaiona in other localities,.

Foroea in order that the terms of tho present Article bo applied promptly 
and in a spirit of cooperation

9 0 For the us© of rail transport facilities for the movement of per- 
sonnel and freight, priorities and rates will be granted equal to those granted 
for the movement of personnel and freight of the Italian Armed Forces,
